Many  new  terms  were  early 
introduced  in  the  churches,  among 
which  the  principal  ones  are 
"Communion"  a term  borrowed 
from  1 Cor.  10:16,  and  "Eucha- 
risi”  because  of  the  hymns,  psalms 
and  thanksgiving  accompanying 
it.  The  institution  |s  recorded  by 
Matt.  26:26,  Mark  14:2*.  Luke 
22  jig  and  1 Cor.  11:24  Its  insti- 
tution "in  remembrance"  of  Christ 
is  Tecorded  by  Luke  and  Paul.
